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The Wa She Wong Collection 



Born in 1937 to a family of affluence in Hong Kong, Wa She Wong was exposed to 
many of the finer things in life and, as a small child, fostered an interest in stamp and 
coin collecting. His father, Bing Fong Wong, was an educator at Ling Nam University, 
the top college in Guangzhou providence. He also established a chemical company that 
manufactured sulfuric acid, all while being an avid collector of fine stamps and coins. 

Wa She Wong earned a Bachelor of Science from Ling Nam University, but due to the 
Chinese Communist up rise in the 1950's, Wong immigrated to the United States to 
continue his education. He graduated with excellence from University of California 
Berkeley, holding a Ph.D. in Electrochemical Engineering. 


During the 1970's, Wong worked as an electrochemical engineer at Warren Motors, a 
General Motors research facility in Michigan. He was an integral part of a team of 
scientists that researched and developed a practical application for battery usage in 
electric cars. While working at Warren Motors, Wong built up an influential collection 
of American coins that unfortunately was stolen from his home and never recovered. 


In 1977, Wong quit his job and returned to the family real estate business in Hong 
Kong. Upon his return to China, his passion for Chinese stamp and coin collecting was 
rekindled, and in 1983 he opened his own stamp and coin store, Honest Stamps and 
Coins in Causeway Bay. Two other stores, located in Central Hong Kong and Kowloon, 
were opened shortly after and were successfully owned and operate by Wong and three 
business partners. 

Prospering from the family real estate business allowed Wong to run his stamp and coin 
stores based solely on his interest in the hobby and not for profit. Wong was a noble 
man and enjoyed educating and fostering others interest in coins and stamps, which he 
did passionately until his death in 2000. 

This collection of Chinese coins, developed primarily while running his stores, is 
evidence of the enthusiasm he shared with his customers and fellow collectors. His goal 
was to create a reference collection of all Chinese and Hong Kong coinage, including 
rare patterns and varieties you will see in this catalog. Remarkably, almost every coin in 
the collection had the date and price he paid back in the late 1970's and 1980's. 

Wong acquired his coins from a variety of sources, including the three stores he 
operated in Hong Kong, at public auction, and from collectors and reputable dealers 
around the world. Many coins were attributed to recognized names of Chinese 
numismatics, including Eduard Kaan, the famous collector and author of several 
important books on Chinese coins.

Chinese numismatics date 
back more than two thousand years and is as vast and culturally rich as the country itself. It has 
been both an honor and privilege to research and catalog the Wa She Wong Collection of Chi¬ 
nese coins.

Large Character "Long-Whisker" Pattern Dollar Year 3 (1911); L&M-29 Ex: Eduard Kann 
collection & Chang Plate coin. NGC MS65

He joined the P.N.G.(Professional 
Numismatists Guild) in 1979, and served on its board of directors for six years. He is an A.N.A. life member and is the 
president of the New York International Numismatic Convention.

For three generations numismatics has been a Ponterio family tradition. Kent's father, Richard H. Ponterio, has been a 
long standing numismatist as was his father, James E. Ponterio. Like many who grew up in the numismatic community, 
Kent began collecting coins at a young age. As a child Kent would spend weekends and summers in his father's store 
in San Diego, as well as attend coin shows, mainly summer ANAs and Long Beach shows where he would page the 
shows and make pocket money to spend on coins. His first numismatic interests began with United States coinage, 
slowly filling holes in his blue Whitman folders. His collecting interest soon switched to Spanish Colonial coinage while 
working for his father's company, Ponterio & Associates, as a late teen. Kent continued working for Ponterio & Associates 
from 1993-2008, at which point the firm was acquired by Bowers and Merena Auctions, where he continues. 

In 2002, Kent published an article, "The Coinage of Mexico Struck During the Reign of Charles and Johanna, New Finds 
Reassigning the Chronology of Assayers." The article was originally published in English in the United States, and later 
translated to Spanish when it was published in Mexico and Spain. In 2002 he received the "Alberto Francisco Pradeau" 
award, the highest award given by La Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico for the contributions to the advancement of 
Mexican numismatics. In 2006 he received the "Numismatic Achievement" award from Numismatics International for 
significant contribution to the advancement of numismatic knowledge, and was once again awarded the "Alberto 
Francisco Pradeau" award in 2007, by La Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico. Kent has conducted numismatic lectures at 
the New York International numismatics convention, the ANS Coinage of the Americas congress as well as published a 
book in Colombia on the 8 Escudo cob coinage struck at the Santa Fe de Bogota Mint. Currently Kent is the senior 
numismatist at Bowers and Merena for foreign and ancient coins as well as the chief cataloger for the foreign and 
ancient auctions.

Terms and Conditions 

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (" Auction Sale ") conducted by 
bonded auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions, LLC, a Delaware limited liability, 
through its world coin and paper money division, Ponterio & Associates (here¬ 
inafter referred to as " Auctioneer " and at times as " Bowers "). Bidding in this 
Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you (" Bidder ") of all the Terms of Sale 
stated herein. Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots 
in the Auction Sale consigned by them or by other consignors pursuant to 
the terms of their consignment agreement with Bowers (" Consignor " or 
" Consignors "). Consignors who bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale may 
pay a different fee than the Buyer's Premium charged to other Buyers. Bowers 
reserves the right to include its own material, as well as material from affiliated 
or related companies, principals, officers or employees, in any Auction Sale. Bow¬ 
ers may have direct or indirect interests in any of the lots in the Auction Sale 
and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE 
DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATA¬ 
LOGUE. Where a Consignor re-purchases a lot and the lot is either returned to 
the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or disposed of in accordance with the 
Consignor's direction, or pursuant to contractual agreement, Bowers reserves 
the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit the lot from the prices real¬ 
ized. Bowers may bid for its own account at any Auction Sale. Bowers may have 
information about any lot that is not known publicly, and Bowers reserves the 
right to use such information, in a manner determined solely by Bowers and for 
the benefit of Bowers, without disclosing such information in the catalogue, cat¬ 
alogue description or at the Auction Sale.

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most 
coins in this Auction have been determined by independent grading services, 
and those that are not may be graded by Bowers. Grading of rare coins is sub¬ 
jective and may differ among independent grading services and among numis¬ 
matists, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the coins. 
Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned to coins by independent grad¬ 
ing services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. 
Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned to coins by Bowers 
and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and are 
intended to note any perceived characteristics. However, coin grading and per¬ 
ception are subjective. Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such grades or 
descriptions. All images in this catalogue are of the actual items being sold but 
may not be the actual size or to scale, and are the copyright of Bowers. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept 
the bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her 
agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet or telefax; or any other participant 
in the Auction Sale. All bids must be placed and executed in United States Dol¬ 
lars. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No 
lot will be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer. Lots will be 
sold in their numbered sequence unless Auctioneer directs otherwise.

empt from California sales tax. On any tax not paid by Buyer which should 
have been paid, even if not collected by Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or 
gross negligence, Buyers agrees to promptly pay the same on demand together 
with any interest or penalty that may be assessed. 

6. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these 
Terms of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to 
make payment in full by the Default Date, Bowers reserves the right, in its sole 
discretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity, 
to: (a) rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting 
Buyer, retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being rec¬ 
ognized that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) 
resell a portion or all of the lots held by Bowers, in a commercially reasonable 
manner, which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the 
opinion of Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and 
Bowers may charge a seller's commission that is commercially reasonable. More 
than one such sale may take place at the option of Bowers. If Bowers resells the 
lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any 
incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorney's fees and costs, catalogu¬ 
ing and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the sale shall be by recognized 
overnight courier service, to the address provided by the Buyer on the Bid Sheet, 
Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any damages 
occasioned by Buyer's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Bowers, 
including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying charges, 
the expenses of both sales, reasonable attorneys' fees, costs, collection agency 
fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred. Buyer shall also be li¬ 
able to Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds of such sale or sales are insuf¬ 
ficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, cur¬ 
rent, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control 
of Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Bowers, its affiliates and assignees. 
In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Bowers, its af¬ 
filiates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and their pro¬ 
ceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession of 
Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Bowers and 
its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, attorney 


fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants Bowers the 
right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such in¬ 
terest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate 
by Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a car¬ 
rying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may be imposed 
on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds 
the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to 
principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney's fees, court costs and 
other collection costs incurred by Bowers or any affiliated or related company to 
collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any ac¬ 
tion or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale.

The founding of the republic in 1912 marked the beginning of the end of the vastly different coinage type manufactured in the vari¬ 
ous regions of China. Efforts were focused on the unification of a standard coinage type, hence many patterns were proposed during 
this period to fill this purpose. Although this pattern of proposed designed was never adopted, it serves as somewhat of a historical 
marker. Represented here is one of the last square hole cash issues, marking an end to the over two thousand year tradition of using 
the square hole cash design. 

According to Giuseppe Ros' article Coins of the Republic of China "The Head Mint in Tientsin had under consideration an issue of 
very neat iron 1-cash coins. Only a few sample pieces were struck, which never entered circulation.", "The Tientsin mint officials, after 
having the die for this coin engraved, became convinced of the impracticality of an iron coinage." (p. 122/141 #116) (published in Jour¬ 
nal of the North-China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 1917, Shanghai.)

This VERY RARE set struck in the 22nd year of Kuang Hsu represents the first year of issue for the Pei Yang Arsenal. During the first 
few years of operations, the mint assigned denominations using a decimal system. The largest coin in this set is denominated as a dollar, 
with subsequent equivalents for the smaller denominations. This deviated from the normal 7 Mace 2 Candareens used by most mints. 

While all denominations in this set are RARE, the dollar and 50 Cents should be considered the RAREST, especially in this state of 
preservation. These are normally found well circulated in much lower grade. According to Chinese customs report, the mintage of 1897 
were: dollars (3,000), 50c (2,500), 20c (12,500), 10c (5,000), 5c (7,000). Total mintage in face value was USD $7,600.

L&M-177; Kann-35; Y-127; Chang-pg.154 #71; Wenchao-pg.382 #584 (rarity four 
stars). A new mint was opened in 1895 at Wuchang, the capital of Hupeh province. Viceroy Chang Chi-tung was instrumental in seeing 
this project come to fruition, after his transfer from Kwantung to Hupeh. A series of coins produced in 1896 bore the Chinese characters 
"Ben Shen" meaning "This Province" to the left and right of the dragon, indicated these coins only being redeemable in Hupeh. The 
purpose of this restriction was previously unknown by collectors. However, a recent study published in 2005 discovered an official proc¬ 
lamation printed on reverse of a Hupeh Government Cash Bank note. This indicated that due to lack of cash coins, the newly minted 
silver coins with "This Province" were equivalent to 1000 cash for paying taxes. The proclamation was posted in May of 1896, however 
the cash exchange rate had fallen to 850 on the local market. The high price of copper caused a fluctuation in the exchange rate from 
silver to copper. Hence these coins only circulated in areas nearby the capital and were quickly redeemed back to the treasury. This se¬ 
ries was short lived, as authorities realized the public would not accept them at face value. The majority of this issue was recalled from 
circulation and melted. The subsequent issues were released for circulation with "Ben Shen" being omitted from the design. This issue 
is EXTREMELY RARE as most examples were destroyed. Many of the surviving examples today are well circulated and often bear chop 
marks.

Most reference works refer to this issue as a plain edge proof striking. While this is correct, more importantly it is a pattern or proto¬ 
type of what became the adopted design. Truly an exceptional coin that is without question one of the highlights of this collection. Its 
deep mirror-like surfaces and lightly frosted devices give it a two tone cameo effect that is remarkable.

The design of this coin depicts "The Flag of Iron Blood and Eighteen Stars", better known as 
the "Wuhan Flag". This, the military flag of the Wuchang uprising, features a star design with eighteen circles. It represents the eighteen 
provinces involved in the uprising. Revolution quickly spread through the provinces, leading to the overthrow of the Qing government 
and the founding of the Republic of China. 

The Qing authorities considered this to be an unauthorized illegal issue and proceeded to destroy examples that fell into their 
possession. Historically significant and extremely rare, currently only a handful of examples are known to exist. Most references suggest 
only five examples are known, two of which are currently in museums.

Authorization to establish the Kwangtung mint was granted in 1887, implemented by Viceroy Chang Chi-tung. In order to modern¬ 
ize the mint, minting machinery, dies, hubs and other equipment were ordered from the Heaton Mint at Birmingham. Upon their arrival 
in 1888, Kwangtung became the first mint in China to use modern minting machinery and was at this time the largest mint in the world. 
Patterns for the first coins were designed by Allan Wyon in the denominations of 1 Dollar, 50 Cents, 20 Cents and 10 Cents. The first 
Heaton Patterns were later delivered to the Chinese ambassador in London. For some reason the initial order did not include the 5 Cents 
which were struck later at the Kwangtung mint. The 1 Dollar, 50 Cents, 20 Cents and 10 Cents are clearly proof or special specimens 
and superior in quality to the 5 Cent. Past collections such as the famous "Irving Goodman" collection support this, as that set did not 
include the 5 cents. 

This series is referred to by numismatists as the "Seven Three Reversed Pattern", the term "Seven Three" directly relates to the silver 
content. The term "Reversed Pattern" refers to the English and Chinese legends which are reversed from what later became standard. 
Initially Kwangtung introduced the first coinage with a higher silver value with the intention of replacing foreign coins circulating within 
China. The standard of 7 Mace 2 Candareens was raised to 7 Mace 3 Candareens in order to gain public acceptance and replace the 
Mexican 8 reales. Soon after its release they were being melted down to retrieve the excess silver content. 

This set is extremely historically significant as it is the first modern machine struck silver coins of China. Represented here is the first 
use of what became the "standard design" for provincial mints bearing the effigy of a facing dragon. This set served as the standard 
pattern, not only for the Kwangtung mint, but for all the mints in China that adopted the dragon design.

Upon the realization that the first Kwangtung issues were being gathered from circulation and melted for their extra silver content, 
authorities quickly ordered a modification to the new coinage design. New patterns were produced at the Kwangtung Mint using hubs 
supplied by the Birmingham Mint. Essentially these were identical to Allan Wyon's original design with a few modifications. The weight 
was changed from 7 Mace 3 Candareens on the Dollar to 7 Mace 2 Candareens and correspondingly smaller per denomination. Another 
subtle change that was made, but only on some denominations, was the addition of small rosettes at either side of the dragon. 

Upon further inspection of the dollar one notices the stylized "2" used in the metal content. This suggests being prepared by a Chi¬ 
nese die engraver as it is consistent in style to the latter dollars of this series. The strike quality of this set is slightly inferior to that of the 
"Seven Three" set. This would be consistent with the fact that although the Kwangtung Mint had received the proper machinery and 
dies, it did not receive proof presses or the proper machinery to produce special planchets. 

Like the "Seven Three" coinage, this new modified design was destined for failure. The overall design failed to meet with the ap¬ 
proval of the Peking authorities due to the placement of the Chinese and English legends. The mint was then instructed to shift the 
English and Chinese text to the opposite sides of the coins. This and the previous set have come to be known as the "Reversed Pattern" 
series for this reason. 

EXTREMELY RARE. Much more rare than the "Seven Three" set as the "Seven Two" set was struck in a much smaller quantity and 
apparently never released for circulation. Very elusive and missing from most major collections, including Irving Goodman and Eduard 
Kann, both of whom had only the 5 cent and 10 cent. The Dollar is plate coin CHI 77 in H. Chang's "SUBSIDIARY NOTES ON THE SILVER 
DOLLARS AND TAELS OF CHINA". 

Highly important as this set represents a landmark in Chinese minting as it is the first Specimen silver coinage produced in China with 
modern minting machinery. Regarded as one of the highlights of the auction, this set offers collectors a rare opportunity to acquire a 
highly important piece of Chinese numismatics. 

Over all the set is evenly matched with attractive light tone. Grades are as follows:

Hyper-inflation caused by the Tai Ping Rebellion led to the hoarding of silver. At this time, foreign coins, namely Spanish 8 Reales 
circulated in Shanghai at a considerable premium. In 1856, the Shanghai authorities authorized silversmiths to issue coinage in an 
attempt to replace the Spanish 8 Reales. The firms Wong Yung Sheng, Ching Cheng Chee and Yu Shen Sheng were granted permission 
to issue coinage in the denominations of one tael and 5 Mace. This was a short lived coinage as the monthly output was only about 
3000 pieces and was not large enough to meet demand. This combined with the large number of forgeries entering circulation doomed 
the project to a short period of only about six months. 

Extremely significant as the Shanghai series represents the first tael coinage produced in China.

Prior to receiving the imperial sanction to establish a mint, authorities from Shensi province contracted with the Heaton Mint at 
Birmingham to produce patterns for its intended coinage. The original order was received by the Heaton mint in 1898, and shipped to 
China in March of 1899 upon completion. Although samples of the new Heaton Mint patterns were presented to the provisional govern¬ 
ment, Shensi failed to gain court approval to establish a mint. This was most likely due to cut backs, the poor nature of the province, and 
the fact that the Hupeh Mint could fulfill most of the coinage needs of Shensi province. Although the Heaton Mint shipped machinery 
and dies to Shensi, these were undoubtedly reallocated to another mint (presumably Hupeh). 

Ultimately Shensi province never received the imperial sanction to establish a mint, and hence the coins only exist today as patterns 
in specimen form. Although the exact number of sets minted is unknown, the estimated total number produced is only around ten sets. 
This integral set lacking only the dollar, offers collectors the rare opportunity to acquire the coinage of this highly sought after province.
